» could have convicted on the évidence in this case is beyond me,” commented the Chief Justice, 
Sir Atholl MacGregor, in the Supreme Court yesterday, when he quashed Police Court convictions 
against three masters of boarding houses on charges of sending numerous letters, to” Singapore 
under one registered letter on Virlous dates.

Mr.’ Leo D'Almada, Jun. appear- 
ed for ‘the’ appellants while the 
respondents were represented by 
Mr. M..J, Abbott, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, assisted by Mr. H. R. 
Butters, Postmaster General. 

Mr. D'Almada stated ‘that the 
convictions were registered by the 
Magistrate on a charge of sending 
registered letters to Singapore con- 
trary to the Postal Ordinance. The 
letters came under suspicion at 
Singapore and were’ opened. In- 
side were found several letters. On 
the corner of the registered letters 
| appeared the names and addresses 

of the boarding houses: of which 

the appellants were licencees. 
The defendant's evidence’ was a

Since the 
qaquiry has not disclosed any evi- 
dence which might reasonably lead 
you to infer criminal negligence on 
the part of any rerson or persons; 
Not ‘burden you with 3 
technical definition of that term. 
It may ‘be, however, that the 
evidence leads you to the conclusion 
that there was negligence of a 
lesser degree,om the part of one or 
more persons, but ‘even If you 


‘think: that there was such negli- 
gence. you should studiously ayoid 
making any reference to Jt in your 
verdict. "This is a court of enquiry 
for ascerlaining facts and not a 
court of law for determining de- 
grees of negligence. This court 
must - not therefore be made a 
skirmishing ground for deciding 
questions of clvt] lability, and you 
should avoid the danget of making 
an allegation against a person, 
which that person will not have an 
opportunity of answering, by 
omitiing wil references ln your ver- 
dict to . the conduct of persons. 
Tis dvey not, however, mean that | 
any recommendations you may 
care to make to prevent .a recurt- 
rence of such fatalities must neces- 
sarily be Mmited.

The histoty of railway building 
Jn Indo-China goes back to 1865, 
when the one meter gauge line 
Salgon-Mytho was opened to’ ser- 
vice. In 1894, ‘the 60 centimeters 
gauge line between Phu-Lang- 
Thuong and Lang Son was. estab- 
lished for strategical purposes 
along the Chinese” border on ,a 
length of 60’ miles. ; 

The latter line has seen many
